Lieutenant Warren J. Miller, is now 


spending a ten days furlough with his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Ceo. A. Miller, 
Hanover street, and other relatives 
and friends in town. Llexit Miller en- 
listed from Philadelphia and spent 
three months at the O. T. C. at Fort 
Ogletnorp, Ga., where "he received his 
commission. He was then transfer- 
red to the Regular Army, with 59th 
Inf. Ke went overseas on May 5 
1918. As previously stated in these 
columns he was wounded on July 19, 
at Chateau Thiery, "by two machine 
gun "bullets passing through his right 
thigh. After being treated at a hos- 
pital, where they thought at the time 
the limb would nave to be amputated 
lie recovered, and again went to the 
front. Lieut. Miller was continuous- 
ly figliting at the front from Septem- 
ber 14th to October 15th.

•5th at the Argonne Meuse drive he 
was again wounded by a high explo-

Three Gettysburg men. all members 


df the Iron Division, and each with a 
special story of his own, returned 
from overseas. One of them was the 
only Gettysburgian to be taken pris- 
oner, the second was the first soldier 
from the county seat to appear on the 
list of wounded, and the other bears 
the distinction of having.. singlehand- 
ed.killed four Germans, an officer and 
three privates. All belonged to the 
109th regiment. Earl J. Smith was 
reported missing in action after the 
big counter-offensive started on July 
18. For several weeks nothing was 
heard until the Red Cross sent infor- 
mation that he had been found in a 
German prison camp. Smith brings 
with him a story of poor foo/1 and a 
scanty supply while he was in the 
hands of the Huns "and he says what 
he was given* was not fit for the dogs. 
His companion, Francis Rider, who 
enlisted fhe same day and served 
with him on the border, was killed in 
stantly by Smith's side as they went 
over the top on the fateful morning. 
Sergeant Norman Tate spent many 
months in hospitals overseas after re- 
ceiving his wound early in the sum- 
mer, but was later able to rejoin his 
regiment. He Is now fully recovered. 
Francis E. Miller, Gettysburg grocer, 
was selected for service and assigned 
to the Iron division, going overseas 
six weeks after he was called. He 
was soon in action and in one of his 
first encounters he found himself sud- 
denly confronted by four of the ene- 
my. He got all four with his bayonet. 
"I didn't Ifke the Idea of killing," he 
says in telling the story, "but they'd 
have got me if I hadn't got them." 


Coming In contact with a wire car- 


rying 11,000 volts of electricity, Chas. 
E. Snell, aged about 36 years, of Bit- 
tersvllle, a lineman employed by the 
Edison Electri.c Light and Power Co.. 
of York, met instant death. The acci- 
dent occurred near the Wildwood sta- 
tion of the York and Dallastown trol- 
ley line late Tuesday afternoon. Tne 
lineman was apparently dead when 
his comrades picked him up. The 
body was not disfigured. There were 
marks of burns on the left arm and 
shoulder, and along the side of the 
neck was another burn. 
Apparrently 


Snell, in ascending the pole, thrust 
his shoulder against the heavy charg- 
ed wire and was killed before he knew 
what he had struck. He was about 
thirty feet in the air and his tumble 
to the earth was notice to his fellow 
•men that 
something was wrong. 


Snejl had just ascended and did not 
ha-rfe his safety belt on yet. The belt 
would probably have held him to the 
pole and then he likely would have 
burned to a crisp. 


BRUTAL MURDER AT 


OLY, TURK COUNTY. 


Cly, May 13—A double crime, which 


resulted in the murder of one man 
and prolbahln fatal injury to another, 
with evidence of robbery as a mo- 
tive, and the escape of the murderer, 
aroused the countryside in the vicini- 
ty of Cly, York county, about noon on 
Friday. 
The murdemV, man. Pera- 


chia, an Italian labarer. aged about 23 
years, was killed by a blow on the 
head with an iron bolt about IS inches 
long and three-fourths of an inch 
thick, some time during the night or 
early morning. James Critchlow, an 
Englishman, was injured by a like 
blow on the head. The crime was 
committed in a shack owned by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company for 
the use of the track laborers on that 
section and is located near the track. 
The two men have been occupying the 
building, along with Robert E. Hicks, 
an American, also a track laborer, for 
the past three weeks. Discovery of 
the crime was made at 11:50 a. in., 
when Jacob Lauer, foreman of that 
secton of the road, went to the shack 
to ascertain why the men did not re- 
port for work. Mr. Lauer found the 
door locked, but on looking through a 
window he saw the one man lying on 
the floor beside the cot. Calling his 
son Robert, who was nearby, the two 
men forced the door and found Pera- 
chia lying dead on a cot, with his 
skull crushed in, across the forehead, 
and Critchlow, also with his skull 
fractured, lying on the floor, appar- 
ently having fallen from his cot. The 
Italian was evidently killed instantly, 
York hospital.where he is still lying 
as the body was in a relaxed position, 
indicating that no struggle had been 
made. Critchlow was then sent to the 
in an unconscious condition, and was 
reported sinking at midnight, with no 
chance of recovery. 


The other occupant of the shack, 


Robert E. Hicks, was not to be found, 
but he was seen by a track walker, 
with a suit case, goin.e; in the direc- 
tion of Goldsboro at 3 o'clock this 
morning. He purchased a ticket at 
Goldsboro for Baltimore, and he left 
there on the 5:15 a. in. train, and has 
been traced'as far as Baltimore.

UlilX, Italy.—Here in Turiu, which 
was headquarters for the American 
air service in Italy during the war, 
there are many American aviation 
officers who believe the Caproui air- 
plane is the highest typo of giant 
aircraft developed during the groat 
war. 


Gianni Caproni, the Italian ongin- 


^™^^~"""^ 
eer who is the genius responsible 


for the Caproni plane, has no hesitancy in giving 
the Wright brothers and Doctor Langloy of Amer- 
ica the fullest credit for making and developing 
the first practical airplanes and states frankly that 
he was a kind of pupil of the great Americans. 


Here is what Caproni has developed from the 


American planes invented by Langley and tho 
Wrights, according to American officers in Turin 
who are working with Capnmi planes: Caproni 
has perfected a machine that will carry something 
like 3.000 pounds of weight, five hours' fuel supply, 
nnd with Liberty motors, American made, climb 
3,000 foot in six minutes. With a giant machine 
like tin's Italian aviators are making plans to fly 
across the Atlantic during the present year. 


They may cross from Africa to Brazil or may 


attempt the North Atlantic flight. They realize in 
Italy, as well as in Franco and England anil Amer- 
ica, that the first machine to accomplish the At- 
lantic flight will win laurels eternal, and you can 
take it for granted that the Italians fully appreci- 
ate tho value of the advertising they will got if 
they cross tho Atlantic first. And they hnve also

THAT WILL CONTROL CORN ROOT-APHIS 


The Corn Root-Aphis—Winged, Viviparous Female—Greatly Enlarged. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


The corn root-aphis attacks the 


roots of corn throughout the states 
east of the Rocky mountains, especial- 
ly in those states within the main corn 
belt of the country, but also in the 
South Atlantic states. Since it passes 
almost its entire life underground, its 
presence frequently is not suspected. 
It is a small, stout, soft-bodied, whit- 
ish-looking insect and may be discov- 
ered in infested fields by pulling up the 
unhealthy corn plant and closely ex- 
amining the roots and surrounding 
soil. This kind of aphis depends en- 
tirely upon the services of a small 
brown ant, sometimes called the corn- 
field ant, in order to secure its food 
and the means of surviving the -vinter, 
and the presence of an unusual num- 
ber of brown ants in cornfields may 
indicate an infestation of the corn 
root-aphis. 
The eggs of the insect 


are laid by a windless female aphis 
which develops only in the fall of the 
year. The ants carry the aphis eggs 
into their nests, caring for them all 
winter long, and in the spring when 
the eggs hatch the young aphids are 
carried out and placed in contact with 
the roots of certain wild plants such 
as smnrtwced. If corn is then plant- 
ed in such infested places, the ants 
transfer the aphids to the roots of the

corn plants, where they continue to 
live upon the sap, thereby robbing 
the corn of its nourishment and often 
causing a heavy loss to the crop. 


Cultural Practices. 


Stir the soil thoroughly previous to 


planting. 
The object of this pro- 


cedure is to disturb the ant colonies 
tmd scatter and kill the aphids so as 
to enable the plants to make a sub- 
stantial growlh before the ant and 
aphid colonies can become re-establish- 
ed, and also to prevent the growth of 
weeds upon which the aphids live, 
making it necessary for the ants to 
carry the surviving aphids to new 
fields. If Infested fields are to be re- 
planted to corn, plow them to a depth 


of 6% or 7 inches in the spring after 
March 15. Follow this with three or 
four diskings to a depth of 4 or 5 
inches with a 16 or 20-inch disk, the 
number of diskings and the intervals 
between them varying according to 
the length of the period between plow- 
ing and planting. 
When it is neces- 


sary to replant early injured corn, 
plow the field deeply and thoroughly 
and then give three or four deep disk- 
ings at intervals of two or three days. 
These practices necessarily involve ad- 
ditional labor, but they prevent root- 
aphis injury and also put the field in 
much better physical condition. Plow- 
ing in the fall before the ant colonies 
go below the plow line is sometimes 
as useful as spring plowing, but if 
warm weather follows, the ants may 
reconstruct their nests and reassemble 
the aphids so that replowing in spring 
will be necessary; but whether the 
field be plowed in the fall or spring, 
the spring diskings are essential. 


Early fall plowing, followed by fre- 


quent deep diskings in fields damaged 
by the root aphis that season, is a goo<J 
practice from the standpoint of com- 
munity control as well as for the per- 
sonal 
benefit 
derived, because 
the 


plowing disturbs the ant colonies, kills 
many of the aphids, and destroys the 
weeds tipon which they live, and disk- 
ing prevents the recolonization of ants 
and prevents the growth of weeds, re- 
sulting in a significant reduction in 
the number of aphid eggs to carry the 
insect through the winter. 


Repellents for Aphis. 


Whore it is impossible to practice 


one of the foregoing measures, repel- 
lents may be used to advantage. The 
object is to repel the ants by the use 
of an odorous substance offensive to 
them, thus preventing them from col- 
onizing the aphids on the corn roots or 
driving them from the treated field. 
These materials destroy neither the 
nuts nor the aphids but tend to drive 
away the ants, the presence of which 
is essential to the life of the aphids. 
Oil of tansy, tincture of asafetida, oil 
o£ sassafras.- anise oil, kerosene, and 
oil of lemon are useful for this pur- 
pose, one of these materials being mix- 
ed with a chemical fertilizer, such as 
bone meal, and applied by means of 
a planter equipped with a fertilizer 
attachment. They should not be ap- 
plied directly to the seed, as such 
treatment may injure it, especially if 
the season be wet. One-fourth of a 
pound of oil of tansy should be diluted 
with two quarts of alcohol and one 
quart of water, two pints of asafetida 
should be diluted with one and a half 
gallons of water, and either repellent 
thus diluted should be added to 100 
pounds of bone meal, this amount be- 
ing sufficient for an acre.

A report submitted by the commission appoint­ 
ed to consider plans for an international air code 
says that the British proposals have been in the 
main accepted. 
An international council will be 
formed as ft section of the league of nations to 
handle all matters relative to aerial navigation. 


It has been decided that each nation Is entitled 
to sovereignty over the air above it subject to the 
granting of permission for the passage of foreign 
aviators. 


There is to be no discrimination against any na­ 
tion by another, air pilots will be licensed on an 
international basis and there will be international 
rules governing the right of way of airplanes and 
airships, 


With these fundamentals arranged to the satis­ 
faction of tiie powers, the era of dying will begin 
in earnest. And Caproni .vill be ';ne, at least, of 
the Italian competitors for the building of pas­ 
senger and freight planes,

CULTURAL PRACTICES AND REPELLENTS 
J 


THAT WILL CONTROL CORN ROOT-APHIS 


The Corn Root-Aphis— Winged, Vivi parous Female— Greatly Enlarged. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 


The 
corn 
root-aphis attacks 
the 
roots of corn throughout the states 
east of the Rocky mountains, especial­ 
ly in those states within the main corn 
belt of the country, but also in the 
South Atlantic states. 
Since it passes 
almost its entire life underground, its 
presence frequently is not suspected. 
It is a small, stout, soft-bodied, whit- 
ish-looking insect and may be discov­ 
ered in infested fields by pulling up the 
unhealthy corn plant and closely ex­ 
amining the roots and surrounding 
soil. This kind of aphis depends en­ 
tirely upon the services of a small 
brown ant, sometimes called the corn­ 
field ant, in order to secure its food 
and the means of surviving the winter, 
and the presence of an unusual num­ 
ber of brown ants in cornfields may 
indicate an infestation of the corn 
root-aphis. 
The eggs of the insect 
are laid by a wingless female aphis 
which develops only in the fall of the 
year. 
The ants carry the aphis eggs 
into their nests, caring for them all 
winter long, and in the spring when 
the eggs hatch the young aphids arc 
carried out and placed in contact with 
the roots of certain wild plants such 
as sraartweed. If corn is then plant­ 
ed in such infested- places, the ants 
transfer the aphids to the roots of the

corn plants, where they continue to 
live upon the sap, thereby robbing 
the corn of its nourishment and often 
causing a heavy loss to the crop. 


Cultural 
Practices. 


Stir the soil thoroughly previous to 
planting. 
The object of this pro­ 
cedure is to disturb the ant colonies 
hnd scatter and kill the aphids so as 
to enable the plants to make a sub­ 
stantial growth before the ant and 
aphid colonies can become re-establish­ 
ed, and also to prevent the growth of 
weeds upon which the aphids live, 
making it necessary for the ants to 
carry the surviving aphids to new 
fields. If infested fields are to be re­ 
planted to corn, plow them to a depth 


of 6% or 7 inches in the spring after 
March 15. Follow this with three or 
four diskings to a depth of 4 or 5 
inches with a 16 or 20-inch disk, the 
number of diskings and the interval« 
between them varying, according to 
the length of the period between plow­ 
ing and planting. When it is neces­ 
sary to replant early injured corn, 
plow the field deeply and thoroughly 
and then give three or four deep disk­ 
ings at intervals of two or three days. 
These practices necessarily involve ad­ 
ditional labor, but they prevent root- 
aphis injury and also put the field in 
much better physical condition. 
Plow­ 
ing in the fall before the ant colonies 
go below* the plowr line is sometimes 
as useful as spring plowing, but if 
warm weather follows, the ants may 
reconstruct their nests and reassemble 
the aphids so that replowing in spring 
will be necessary; but whether the 
field be plowed in the fall or spring, 
the spring diskings are essential. 


Early fall plowing, followed by fre­ 
quent deep diskings in fields damaged 
by the root aphis that season, Is a goorj 
practice from* the standpoint of com* 
munity control as well as for the per­ 
sonal benefit 
derived, 
because 
the 
plowing disturbs the ant colonies, kills 
many of the aphids, and destroys the 
w’eeds upon which they live, and disk­ 
ing prevents the recolonization of ants 
and prevents the growth 6t weeds, re­ 
sulting in a significant reduction in 
the number of aphid eggs to carry the 
insect through the winter. 


Repellents for Aphis. 


Where it is impossible to practice 
‘one of the foregoing measures, repel­ 
lents may be used to advantage. The 
object is to repel the ants by the use 
of an odorous substance offensive to 
them, thus preventing them from col- 
! onizing the aphids on the corn roots or 
driving them from the treated field. 
These materials destroy neither the 
ants nor the aphids but tend to drive 
away the ants, the presence of which 
is essential to the life of the aphids. 
Oil of tansy, tincture of asafetida, oil 
of sassafras, anise oil, kerosene, and 
oil of lemon are useful for this pur­ 
pose, one of these materials being infix­ 
ed with a chemical fertilizer, such as 
bone meal, and applied by means of 
a planter equipped with a fertiliser 
attachment. They should not be ap­ 
plied directly to the seed, as such 
•treatment may injure It, especially if 
the season be wret. 
One-fourth of a 
pound of oil of tansy should be diluted 
with two quarts of alcohol and one 
quart of water, two pints of asafetida 
should be diluted with one and a half 
gallons of water, and either repellent 
thus diluted should be added to 100 
pounds of bone meal, this amount be­ 
ing sufficient for an acre. 


BETTER HOG CHOLERA SERUM SMUDGE SAVES POTATO CROP 


Under Federal Supervision Production 
Has Increased and Quality Has 
Been Improved. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Less than 1 per cent of hog cholera 
serum 
manufactured 
under federal 
supervision during the last year w’as 
found to be unfit for use and its sale 
prevented by federal officials. Of 271,- 
-102.530 cubic centimeters of scrum 
made in licensed establishments, 2,4«S3,- 
001 was declared unfit. Corresponding 
figures for last year were 238,801,270 
cubic centimeters of serum produced 
and 5,036,875, or more than 2 per cent, 
was unfit and likewise withheld from 
market. 


This comparison shows that federal 
supervision has increased the produc­ 
tion of serum for combating hog chol­ 
era in the United States and has im­ 
proved the quality. 
Serum declared 
unfit is not, however, necessarily in­ 
jurious; it is frequently condemned 
merely for lack of potency. 
Hog- 
cholera virus used simultaneously with 
serum is subject to similar control. 


In its supervision pf hog-cholera 
serum and virus manufacture jhe bu­ 
reau of animal industry prevents eith­ 
er product of doubtful quality from 
leaving the establishment in which it 
is made. 
A knowledge of this policy 
by swine raisers of the United States, 
it is believed. Avili cause more herds 
to be vaccinated and result in greatly 
reduced losses from hog cholera.

PROPER SOIL FOR TOMATOES 


Land Should Be Neither Too .Rich Nor 
Very Poor— Cotton or Corn 
Land Favored.

Good tomato land is neither extreme­ 
ly rich nor very poor, but just such 
li'iid as would grow extra good cojn 
or cotton. 
Land that was manured 
heavily the previous year will general­ 
ly grow good tomatoes.

A member of the farm bureau in 
Hardin county, Ohio, saved a 20-acre 
field of late potatoes from frost last 
fall by the use of a smudge. The po­ 
tatoes bad made practically no growth 
during July and August because of dry 
weather, but were maturing in good 
shape when, on the night of Septem­ 
ber 21, the temperature dropped be­ 
low the freezing point. 
Preparations 
had been made for just such an emer­ 
gency. 
Baled straw had been placed 
in readiness, and at 10:30 that night 
the fires wore started. 
It was found 
that a heavy smoke could he made by 
using wet straw after the flame had 
been applied. Fires were kept burning 
in 102 places, and it Is estimated that 
ten tons of straw wore used. The en­ 
tire Held was kept covered with smoke, 
and after the sun had been up a few 
hours the following day it was plain 
that the potatoes had been saved. The 
potatoes remained green until October 
1. 
Other foliage, not completely cov­ 
ered with smoke, was killed by the 
irost. 


TO PREVENT INSECT INJURY 


Add Arsenate of Lead tc Bordeaux 
Mixture— Use Care in Making 
and Applying Material. 


Simple Bordeaux mixture will not 
kill insects. 
In order to prevent In­ 
sect injury add arsenate of lead at 
the rate of two pounds to each fifty 
gallons of Bordeaux (or ten pounds to 
the 250-gallon tank). Great care should 
be used when making and applying 
Bordeaux 
mixture. 
Do not 
spray 
trees with 
it 
during damp, 
foggy 
weather or during a rainy period; for 
it is likely to cause burning of ths 
leaves and russeting of the fruit. At 
such a time lime-sulphur solution may 
be substituted for Bordeaux.

Cly, May 13—A double crime, which 
resulted in the murder of one man 
nnd pro1)able fatal injury to another* 
with evidence of robbery as a mo- 
tive, and the escape of the murderer, 
aroused the countryside in the vicini- 
ty of Cly, York county, about noon on 
Friday. 
The murderct\ man, 
Pora- 
chia, an Italian labnrcr, aged about 23 
years, was killed by a blow on the 
head with an iron bolt about IS inches 
long and three-fourths of an 
inch 
thick, some time during the night or 
early morning. 
James Critchlow, an 
Englishman, was injured by a like 
blow on the head. 
The crime was 
committed in a shack owned by the 
Pennsylvania 
Railroad 
company for 
the use of the track laborers on that 
section and is located near the track. 
The two men have been occupying the 
building, along with Robert E. Hicks, 
an American, also a track laborer, for 
the past three weeks. 
Discovery of 
the crime was made at 11:50 a. m., 
when Jacob Lnuer, foreman of that 
secton of the road, went to the shack 
to ascertain why the men did not rc- 
)ort for work. 
Mr. Lauer found the 
door locked, but on lookijig through 
ivindow he saw the one man lying on 
the floor beside the cot. 
Calling his 
son Robert, who was nearby, the two 
nen forced the door and found Pera- 
chia lying dead on a cot, Avith his 
skull crushed in, across the forehead, 
and Critchlow. also, with his skull 
ractured. lying on the floor, appar- 
ently having fallen from liis cot. The 
Italian was evidently killed instantly, 
York hospital.where he is still lying 
as the body was in a relaxed position, 
indicating that no struggle had been 
made. 
Critchlow was then sent to the 
in an unconscious condition, and was 
reported sinking at midnight, with no 
chance of recovery.

Italy.—Hero in Tnrlu, whicli 
wns headquurtoVs for the American 
air service in Italy during tiic war, 
there are many American aviation 
oiliccrs who boliove the Caproni air- 
plane i« tlie highest typo of giant 
aircraft developed during the great 
war. 


Gianni Caproni, the Italian cngin- 
. eer who is the genius responsible 
for tlie Caproni plane, has no hesitancy in giving 
the Wright brothers and Doctor Langley of Amer- 
ica the fullest credit for making and developing 
the first practical airplanes and slates frankly that 
he was u kind of pupil of the groat Americans. 


Here is what Caproni has developed from the 
American 
planes invented J)y Langley and 
the 
Wrights, according to American oilicers in Turin 
who are working wilh Caproni pianos: 
Caproni 
lios perfected a machine that will carry something 
like 3.(H)0 pounds of weight, five lunirs' fuel supply, 
and wilh Liberty motors, American made, clhnb 
3,000 feet In six minutes. 
With a giant machine 
like this Italian aviators are making plans to fiy 
across the Atlantic during the present year. 


Tliey may cross from Africa to Brazil or may 
attempt the North Atlantic 
flight. 
Tliey realize in 
Italy, as well as in France and England and Amer- 
ica» that the first machine to accomplish the At- 
lantic flight will win laurels eternal, and you can 
take it for granted that tlie Italians fully appreci- 
ate the value of the advertising they wiil get if 
they cross the Atlantic 
first. 
And they have also 
n very high appreciation of the glory tiiey M-ill 
achieve, because, like Americans, they are n people 
that love to accomplish the seemingly impossible 
for the sheer joy of doing it. 


While big Caproni planes are being tested out 
In the north of Italy in the attempt to find a ma- 
chine sound and perfect for the gnielling test it 
will get flying overseas, the Caproni plant at Milan, 
nn immense Institution, is finishing Its first com- 
mercial airplanes, which have comfortable cabins 
for the passengers. 
The interior of an air-cabin, 
OS comjileled in the Caproni works, looks very 
much like the Inside of a finely flnlshod street car, 
except that it is somewhat more crowded together! 


If you had A'isited Älilan during the winter you 
probably would have seen the first Caproni pas-' 
senger plane, a 600-horsepower affair capable of 
carrying 12 persons, making its trial filglits over 
town. 
The Caproni works are in the outskirts of 
JVliian—and the Milanese are justly proud of the 
acconipllslnnents of Gianni Caproni. 


I talked with Americans who have been taken 
up in the Caproni planes. 
They declared the big 
machines start off slowly without 
nerve-racking

CULTURAL PRACTICES AND REPELLENTS 


THAT WILL CONTROL CORN ROOT-APHIS

The Corn Root-Aphis—Winged, Vivi parous Female—Greatly 
Enlarged. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


The 
corn 
root-aphis 
attacks 
tho 
roots of corn throughout the states 
oast of the Rocky mountains, especial- 
ly in those states within the main corn 
bolt of the country, but also in tho 
South Atlantic states. 
Since it passes 
almost its entire life underground, its 
presence frequently is not suspected. 
It is a small, stout, soft-bodied, whit- 
ish-looking insect and may be discov- 
erod in infested fields by pulling up the 
unhealthy corn plant and closely ex- 
amining 
the roots 
and 
surrounding 
soil. 
This kind of aphis depends en- 
tirely upon the services of a small 
brown ant, somotlmos called the corn« 
field ant. in order to secure its food 
and the moans of surviving the winter, 
and the prosonce of an unusual num- 
ber of brown ants in cornliolds may 
indicate an infestation of 
the 
corn 
root-ar)his. 
The eggs of the insect 
are laid by a windless female aphis 
which develops only in tho fall of the 
year. 
The ants carry the aphis eggs 
into thoir nests, caring for thom all 
winter long, and in the spring when 
the eggs hatch the young aphids arc 
carried out and placed in contact with 
the roots of certain wild plants such 
as smartwood. 
If corn is then plant- 
ed in such infested, places, the ants 
transfer the apliids to tho roots of the

corn plants, where thoy continue to 
live upon 
the sap. 
thereby 
robbing 
the corn of its nourishment and often 
causing a heavy loss to the crop. 


Cultural 
Practices. 


Stir the soil thoroughly previous to 
planting. 
The object of this 
pro- 
cedure is to disturb the ant colonies 
hnd scatter and kill the aphids so as 
to enable the plants to make a sub- 
stantial 
growth before the ant 
and 
aphid colonies can become re-establish- 
ed, and also to prevent the growth of 
weeds upon which 
the aphids 
live, 
making it necessary for the ants to 
carry 
the surviving 
aphids 
to 
new 
fields. 
If infested fields are to be re- 
planted to corn, plow them to a depth 


of 6% or 7 inches In the spring after 
March 15. 
Follow this with three or 
four disklngs to a depth of 4 or 5 
inches with a 16 or 20-inch disk, tho 
number of diskings and the Interval« 
betw^een thom varying, according 
to 
the length of the period between plow- 
ing and planting. 
When it is neces- 
sary 
to replant early 
injured 
corn, 
plow the field deeply and thoroughly 
and thon give three or four deep disk- 
ings at intervals of two or three days. 
Those practices necessarily involve ad- 
ditional laboi% but thoy provont root- 
aphis injury and also put the field in 
much better physical condition. 
Plow- 
ing in the fall before tho ant colonies 
go below the pIo\v line Is sometimes 
as useful as spring plowing, but if 
warm weather follows, tho ants may 
reconstruct thoir nests and reagsomhle 
tho aphids so that roplowing in spring 
will be necessary ; but whether 
the 
field bo plowed in the fall or spring, 
tho spring diskings are essential. 


Early fall plowing, followed by fre- 
quent deep diskings in fields damaged 
by tho root aphis that season, is a goofj 
¡iractice from" the standpoint of com* 
muniiy control as well as for the per- 
sonal 
benefit 
derived, 
because 
th« 
plowing disturbs the ant colonies, kills 
many of the aphids, and destroys tho 
weeds upon whicli thoy live, and disk- 
ing prevents the rocolonization of ants 
and prevents the growth 6t woods, re- 
sulting in a significant reduction 
in 
the number of aphid eggs to carry the 
insect through the winter. 


Repellents for Aphis. 


"Whore it is impossible to practice 
one of the foregoing measures, repel- 
lents may be used to advantage. 
The 
object is to repel the ants by the use 
of an odorous substance oiTonsive to 
them, thus preventing them from col- 
onizing the aphids on the corn roots or 
driving thom from the treated 
field. 
These materials destroy 
neither 
the 
ants nor the aphids but tond to drive 
away the ants, the presence of which 
is essential to the life of the aphids. 
Oil of tansy, tincture of asafetida, oil 
of sassafras, anise oil. kerosene, and 
oil of lemon are useful for this pur- 
pose, one of these materials being mix- 
ed with a chemical fertilizer, such as 
bone moal, and applied by means of 
a planter equipped with a fertilixer 
attachment. 
They should not be ap- 
plied directly to the seed, as 
such 
treatment may Injure It, especially if 
the season be wet. 
One-fourth of a 
pound of oil of tansy should be diluted 
with two quarts of alcohol and one 
quart of water, two pints of asafetida 
should be diluted with one and a half 
gallons of water, and either repellent 
thus diluted should be added to 1()0 
pounds of bone moal, this amount be- 
ing sufiicient for an acre. 


BETTER HOG CHOLERA SERUM 
SWUDGE SAVES POTATO CROP 


Under Federal Supervision Production 
Has Increased and Quality Has 
Been Improved. 


(Prepared by tlie United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Loss than 1 per cent of hog cholera 
sorum 
manufactured 
under 
federal 
sujiervision during tho last year was 
found to be unfit for use and Its sale 
prevented by federal oilicials. Of 271.- 
^102.530 cubic 
centimeters 
of 
serum 
made in licensed establishments, 2,4.S3,- 
Ofil was declared unfit. 
Corresponding 
figures 
for last year were 2;JS.fc;ijl,27iJ 
cubic centimeters of serum produced 
and 5,080,875, or more than 2 per cent, 
was unfit and likewise withheld from 
market. 


This comparison shows that federal 
supervision has increa'sed the produc- 
tion of serum for combating liog chol- 
era in the United States and has im- 
Iiroved the quality. 
Serum 
declared 
unfit is not, however, necessarily In- 
jurious ; it is frequently 
condemned 
morely 
for 
lack 
of 
potency. 
Hog- 
cholera virus used simultaneously with 
.•¿orum is subject to similar control. 


In 
its 
supervision 
gf 
hog-cholera 
serum and virus manufacture |he bu- 
reau of animal industi'y prevents eith- 
er product of doubtful qualliy from 
leaving the establishment in which it 
is made. 
A knowledge of this policy 
by swino raisers of tlie United States, 
it Is believed« Avill cause more herds 
to be vaccinated and result in greatly 
reduced losses from hog cholera.

weather or during a rainy period; for 
it Is likely to cause burning of the 
leaves and russetlng of the fxiilt.
